WOULD CONSOLIDATE BILLS 


Consults Committee on Changes 
Made—Only 2,000 Corporations 
Affected by Trade Board Bill.

Wilson at the White House concerning 
the Administration Trust bills pending 
before that committee. These bills have 
been undergoing various changes, and 
the drafts of the measures in their 
present form were submitted to the 
President, 

There have been alterations § in 
the text of the proposed holding com- 
pany prohibition which have not been 
vet made public, and this was likewise 
jlatd before the President. The bills 
have not been finally shaped to the sat- 
{:faction of the Administration, but, it 
Was asserted after the conference, will 
soon be ready. 

The Covington bill for the creation of 
an interstate trade commission—the text 
of which was vwrinted in THe NEW 
York Times this morning—was ordered 
reported favorably to the House to-day 
by the Committee on Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce. It probably will be 
the first of the so-called Administration 
trust bills to be considered by the House. 


It is estimated that the ninth section | 


of the bill, which requires every corpor- 
ation with a capital of $6,000,000 or 
more, excepting corporations subject to 
the acts to regulate commerce, to fur- 
nish annually certain reports and state- 
ments, will affect less than 2,900 con- 
cerns. This estimate is based on figures 
submitted by W. H. Osborn, United 
States Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue, to Louis D. 
and transmitted by the latter to Chair- 
man Clayton of the House Judiciary 
Committee. 

Mr Osborn said 350,336 corporations 
made returns under the Corporation Tax 
law. for the calendar year 1912, and that 
these corporations were distributed 
to capitalization as follows:

According to Mr. Osborn's statements 
there were in the United States 24,697 
banks and trust companies included in 
the aggregate of 305,336 corporations, 
which filed corporation tax returns, but 
only eighteen of these banks and trust 
companies had each a capital of from 
$5,000,000 to $10,000,000, and eight banks 
or trust companies each with a capital 
of $10,000,000, but less than $50,000,000. 

The highest capitalization of any 
these later was $25,000,000. 

There will be another conference at 
the White House within a week, and 
members of the committee asserted to- 
e*xht that unless protracted discussion 
should be raised in the full committee, 
when the measures were presented, the 
bills submitted to the President cover- 


ing interlocking. directorates, holding 
companies, trade relations and defini- 
tions of restraints of trade, would be 
reported to the House within a fort- 
night. 

President Wilson indicated his belief 
that it would be better to consolidate 
ali the bills into one in order to expedite 
legisiation. The Senate Interstate Com- 
merce Committee is understood to favor 
eonsolidation, and that it will be ef- 
fected by the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee ‘s practically certain 

The President made a number of sug- 
festions to the sub-commitee. He in- 
sisted that personal guilt of individuals 
in control of corporations should be pre- 
scribed in every bill tn order to break 
up the evils that had grown up under 
the present anti-trust laws. The com- 
— will revise the bills with this in 
view. 

The draft of the Holding Corporations 
bill had beeu completed just berore the 
conference. 
unlawful those holding companies that 
combined the stock of corporations so as 
to lessen competition, but would not af- 
fect companies which held the stock of 
corporations that formed essenti:' oorts 
of their business. folding companies 
that are entirely for investment and not 
for business directly are not prohibited. 
This would permit companies like the 
hig insurance companies to ho'd the 
stock of corporations which were not 
competitors. 

The committee believes that in this bill 
it has solved.the problem of discriminat- 
ing between the holding company act- 
ively in business and operating business 
by combining a number of competitors 
into one company, as in the case of the 
Standard Oil Company and the American 
Tobacco Company, and corporations 
compelled to combine a number of con- 
cerns that are not competitors, but 
whose combination is necessary in order 
to make a unit or whole, as in the case 
of an oil company which combined a 
pire line company, a producing oil com- 
pany, and a refining oil company, all 
making one legitimate oil business. 

The committcemen pointed out to the 
President that the bill would save to 
industrial business the investor 
buys the stocks and bonds of various 
corporations, but is not engaged in the 
business of operating any of them. The 
bill applies to railroad holding corpora- 
tions, but not to subsidiaries, drawing 
the line at substantial competitors. It 
ineludes cotton mills if made up of 
combined competitors; it would pro- 
hibit holding corporations of moving 
picture concerns which sought exemp- 
tion, and would strike at various large 
holding establishments which made 
pleas before the committee. 

The so-called theatre trust also would 
be affected. Theatre corporations which 
bold two theatres in any one city, unless 
it could be proven that they were ab- 
solutely non-competing, would be pro- 
hibited, but the bill would not destroy 
a chain of theatres in different cities in 
which there was no element of compe- 
tition. 

None of the four bills, as now framed, 
provides for exemption of labor unions 
from anti-trust prosecutions.

Calmette About to Leave His Office 
with Paul 
Caillaux’s Card Was Brought In.

PARIS, March 16.—Gaston Cal- 
mette, the editor of the Figaro, and 
one of the best-known journalists in 
Paris, was shot and mortally wounded 
this evening in the editorial offices of 
the Figaro by Mme. Caillaux, the wife 


of the Minister of Finance. He died 


at midnight. 

Mme. Caillaux deliberately shot four 
bullets into M. Calmette’s body. 

The editor of the Figaro had been 
conducting in his newspaper a vigor- 


ous political campaign against M. 


Caillaux, denouncing him as corrupt 
and insincere. 


It was 6:30 P. M., and the offices of 
the Figaro were full of hurrying jour- 
nalists. M. Calmette was in his room 
preparing to leave the office with Paul 

3ourget, the Academician. Both had 
their hats and coats on, when the por- 
ter brought an envelope containing a 
visiting card. M. Calmette opened it 
with a gesture of impatience. Then, 
with a look of profound surprise, he 
held out the card to M. Bourget. On 
it was “ Mme. Joseph Caillaux.” 

“What are you going to do?” asked 
M. Bourget. 

“She is a woman. 
her,” replied the editor. 

“In that case, good night,” said M. 
Bourget, leaving the room. As he de- 
parted he met Mme. Caillaux, who was 
being shown to M. Calmette’s room by 
the porter. She was dressed in dark 
clothes and seemed calm. 

Meanwhile M. Calmette had gone to 
the far end of the room to take off his 
overcoat. The porter entered and an- 
nounced Mme. Caillaux. 

A few moments afterward five shots 
rang out. At the first shot M. Cal- 
mette fell without a word, his back 
toward Mme. Caillaux.

Deliberately, at six paces distance, 
Mme. Caillaux fired four more bullets 
from a little Browning automatic pis- 
tol. Her coolness may be imagined, 
from the fact that of the five shots 
only one missed its mark. 

After the fifth shot the porter seized 
Mme. Caillaux. “ Don’t touch me. Tf 
am a woman,” she said. She had not 
lost her self-possession even then. 

M. Bourget, hearing the shots, came 
runing back, and employes of the 
paper poured into the room. 

They raised M. Calmette. Some 
tuought they heard him say, “I only 
did my duty. I have no personal 
malice.” Others believe he was un- 
conscious. 

One bullet entered the groin, one 
passed through the left ribs close to 
the heart, another lodged in the side, 
and the fourth grazed the body. 


The police were called, and Mme. 
Caillaux was taken in a taxicab to a 
police station. Meanwhile Dr. Hart- 
man and Dr. Raymond were sent for, 
and the wounded man was bandaged 
and taken in a motor ambulance to 
Dr. Hartman’s private house at 
Neullly. 

News Reaches 


M. Caillaux, the Finance Minister, 
was in the meanwhile at the Senate. 
The news reached him by telephone at 
7 o’clock. He became extremely pale. 
Without a word he hurried to the en- 
trance to the Senate, where a motor 
car was waiting to take him to din- 
ner. He arrived at the police station 
in the Rue Faubourg Montmartre at 
7:30. His face was white and his 
mouth twitched. 

“Where is my wife?” he said in a 
hard, expressionless voice to the In- 
spector on duty. <As he spoke he 
stepped toward the private room of 
the Police Commissary. When the 
door of the Commissary’s room was 
opened he caught sight of Mme. Cail- 
laux sitting, self-possessed and dry- 
eyed, between two detectives. She an- 
swered the magistrate in perfectly 
_caim tones.

The Trade Relations bill prohibits 
manufacturers from contracting to pre- 
vent a merchant from handling a com- 
petitor’s goods. It prohibits final price 
fixing to the consumer, though it per- 
|}mits the manufacturer or wholesaler to 
fix the price at which goods shall be 
sold in the first instance, as from man- 
ufacturer to jobber. Under this restric- 
tion, the first sale of a manufactured 
article by its producer would be at the 
same price everywhere, plus the cost of 
transportation. This bill gives the right 
of injunction to individuals for threat- 
ened loss or damage and the right to 
imake use of a Government decree 
against any corporation. 

The Interlocking Directorate bill tin- 
cludes a provision to prohibit Directors 
in various corporations selling to com- 
panies in which they are Directors. The 
Definitions bill embodies such defini- 
tions as seem not to have been cov- 
ered by decisions of the courts. 





WANT TRADE BOARD STRONGER 


| Senators Feel House Plan Is Merely 


a Weaker Corporation Bureau. 
Special to The New York Times, 


WASHINGTON, March 16.—The Trade 
Commission bill, as revised by Repre- 
sentative Covington and made public 
last night with signs that it carried the 
approval of the Administration, is far 
from meeting the views of the seven 
Senators of the Committee on Interstate 
Commerce who were assigned to the 
general subject of trust legislation, The 
feeling in the Senate committee is that 
the Trads Commission, as now proposed, 
is merely a weaker and more compli- 
cated Bureau of Corporations. Without 
regard to the supposed executive origin 
of the House measure, the Senators are 
determined to proceed with their work 
in an effort to formulate a measure that 
will vest the commission with vital 
powers. 

The Trade Commission bill was first 
introduced as one of the Five Brothers, 
all intended to give form to President 
Wilson’s general trust recommenda- 
tions.

suit on that point impossible. 

In the same way Mr. Cummins would 
have the commission's approval of cor- 
| porate capitalization final so far as the 
|Government was concerned, while its 
'findings against the corporation would 
| have to be enforced in court if the cor- 
| poration resisted. Should Mr. Cummins 
|} succeed in his efforts to impose limits 
on the size of corporations there would 
be the same negative protection for cor- 
porations whose size had been investi- 
gated and approved by the commission.

|Merchants Want Congress to Post- 
pone Action Till Next Session. 


The postponement by Congress of all 
anti-trust legislation until the next reg- 
| ular session is asked for by the Mer- 
| chants’ Association. The request was 
|} embodied in a resolution adopted by 
| the Board of Directors at a meeting yes- 


| 
| terday. 

The resolution stated that a basis for 
} enduring legislation could be obtained 
only by affording the people everywhere 
throughout the country ample time to 
investigate the pending bills and signify 
their opinions regarding them. The 
Governors gave as their belief that the 
legislation in view could not help but 
have a far-reaching influence on indus- 
try and commerce, and on the welfare 
of all the people. 

The views of the association will 
presented in Washington by a special 
committee, consisting of Henry R. 
| Towne, President of the Yale & Towne 
Manufacturing Company; W. H. Mar-

The use of moving pictures as an ald 
in the diagnosis of certain forms of

A surgeon specializing in the. treat- 
ment of defective children protested 
against Dr. Sharpe’s enthusiasm for his 
new method treatment He said that 
no treatment had ever been known 
| Which would relieve such patients for 

/ 1a that moth- 
ers almost ‘insane with hope for their 
mentally defective children would quick- 
ly deceive themselves into the idea that 
; their mentality had {mproved after Dr. 
Sharpe's operations. 

“But that is just where I was care- 
ful,”’ said Dr. Sharpe, ‘I didn’t want to 
trust either myself or the mothers, so 
I brought into play the motion picture 
camera. You know there is a certain 
| spastic gait’’ which can be detected 
| in children suffering from spastic paral- 

ysis. I have pictures showing this gait 
and the drawn and withered forms of 
hands and arms. These pictures also 
show the non-observant and dull fea- 
tures of the suffering children. 

“TI was called to Garden: City last 
June to see a child who had just had 
over 300 convulsions. In the Nassau 
Hospital I found it was suffering from 
pressure on the brain, and as the case 
was desperate I operated on the child's 
head to relieve this pressure. The re- 
sult was almost fnstantaneous. The 
child has never had but one spasm since, 
and it obtained in a very few weeks the 
use of arms and legs that it had never 
had since birth. The shortened ten- 
dons seemed to be released and muscles 
began to enjoy a normal growth.

**It must be clear to every one now,’ !

the present law in relation to private 
banks gives no real protection to de-| 
positors; that while these banks use the 
| fact that they are licensed by the State 
as an inducement for making deposits 
with them, the State has no effective | 
means under the present statute to pre- 
serve the integrity of deposits. * 

“The State occupies the unenviable 
position of being no more than the pur- 
veyor of bad -news, the present law 
merely permitting the State to deter- 
mine when a private banker is about to 
become insolvent. To permit such a sit- 
uation to continue for an unnecessary 
day would be a mistake. No personal 
regard for some of the private bankers 
or any insincere argument for delay 
should prevent the immediate enact- 
ment of legislation which will afford 
depositors in private banks the same 
protection which is given to depositors | 
in savings banks. The State cannot atf- 
ford to lend itself to the continued | 
recognition of a business system at- 
tended with grave danger to thousands } 
of its citizens.”

SEGREGATED ON A LINER 


Quarantine Here Found They Had 
No Such Ailment—To Go to 


School in Germany. 


Adolph Giesemann, a planter of 
Guatemala, who is on his way to Ham- 
burg, asserted yesterday that a number 
of Guatemalan young men and boys in 
his charge had been declared to be 
suffering from trachoma by the surgeon 
of the steamer Saramacca, had been 
segregated on the ship, treated by the | 
doctor, pronounced cured, charged for 
medical services, only to find when 
they came under the inspection of the 
health officials at Quarantine that noth- 
ing had been the matter with them. 

“That,” remarked Mr. Giesemann,” 
is the way to make friends with people | 
who come from Central America. Every 
one of these young men has had at the 
outset a bad impression of the fair | 
dealing of the United Fruit Company. 
And then you people wonder why there 
is a prejudice against you in Central 
America.”’ 

When Mr, Giesemann led his charges 
into the Waldorf late Sunday aftter- 
noon, the clerks opened their eyes. ‘Two 
by two, behind the leader, the new ar- 
rivals, ranging from grown young men 
down to small boys, came in and ranged 
themselves before the desk. Ail are 
the sons of Guatemalan planters who 
are neighbors of Mr. Giesemann in the 
vicinity of Costa de Cucho. The older 
ones are going to attend the Hamburg 
School of Commerce, and the others

‘‘ Before leaving Guatemala,”’ said Mr. 
Giesemann, ‘“‘we all had to go to a 
doctor in the service of the United Fruit 
Company to get certificates that we 
were in good health. These we ob- 
tained, and for them we had to pay $2 
each, American money. When we got 
aboard the ship, we found these certifi- 
cates were of no value whatsoever. 

“When we boarded the ship at Puerto 
Barrios the surgeon of the vessel came 
along to examine the passengers. The 
examination he made was limited to 
their eyes. In manner he was very 
pleasant. The eyes of one of the young 
men were slightly inflamed. He said 
the young man, he believed, had tra- 
choma. At first he refused to take us. 

** So I took all my charges to the Gov- 
ernment doctor at Puerto Barrios and | 
had him examine them carefully. He} 
assured me that there was nothing | 
wrong with their eyes. When I went} 
back to the ship’s doctor he insisted the | 
young men had trachoma, and had them ; 
all put on one side of the ship and| 
segregated from the rest of the passen- | 
gers. Me he allowed the freedom of the} 
ship. I must tell you that before tne 
doctor would take the young men I had 
had to speak with the Captain of the 
vessel, a very Sensible, courteous man, 
and with the agent of the company. 

“During the voyage the surgeon put} 
drops in the eyes of my charges, saying | 
he was treating them for trachoma. | 
Then he claimed to have cured them of | 
the disease, and he sent in a bill, which } 
I paid. I know something about the 
nature of trachoma, and when the 
Quarantine physician examined the eyes | 
of the young men and found absolutels 
nothing had been wrong with them, the} 
impression that something else was 
wrong was confirmed. The doctor told | 
me that on his last trip he had brought | 
up a passenger who was found to be 
suffering from trachoma, and his fear, 
I imagine, made him oOvercautious. ‘he 
word of the two physicians in Guate- 
mala, both experienced men, had no 
weight.

BUILDERS AFTER A RECORD 


Hope for Launching in Ten Months 
—Twins Will Lead Navies 
of the World. 


The keel of the great United States 
superdreadnought battleship now known 
as “No. 89,’’ which, with her sister 
ship, the Pennsylvania, is the 
fighting vessel, built or building, 


emonies in the New York Navy Yard, 


in Brooklyn, yesterday morning. 
first keel plate was nailed in place by 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, the Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy, while the Navy 
Yard Band played ‘‘ The Star-Spangled 
Banner" and the little crowd of offi- 
cers, bluejackets, their families, and 


friends stood uncovered. 

It was an impressive moment, and 
there was none in the throng who did 
not realize that the banging of the 
hammer meant the actual beginning of 
construction of the biggest ship ever 
built in New York, and with the sole 
exception of the Pennsylvania, now in 
course of construction at Newport 
News, the largest ever constructed in 
this hemisphere. 

The ceremony of laying the keel was 
planned to take place at 10 o’clock on 
last Friday morning, but was postponed 
until 11 o'clock yesterday morning by 
order of the Navy Department, in order 
to make possible the presence of Assist- 
ant Secretary Roosevelt. Secretary 
Roosevelt arrived at the yard a few 
minutes after 11 o'clock, the firing of a 
salute of seventeen guns from the su- 
erdreadnought North Dakota announc- 
ng his coming. He was met by Capt. 
Albert Gleaves, Commandant of the 
yard; Commander Hutchinson, the Se- 
nior Aid, and Lieut. Commander New- 
ton, the Junior Aid. 

These officers escorted Mr. Roosevelt 
to the great cradle in which ‘‘ No. 39” 
will be built. There he was greeted by 
Naval Constructors Robert Stocker and 
James E. Bailey, the officials who will

Roosevelt the giant traveling crane 
above the cradle of the battleship-to-be 
began to move. It carried a massive 
steel plate and dropped it at the spot 
designated by the constructors.

Gleaves handed him a silver-plated bolt. 
Mr. Roosevelt quickly hammered it into 
place while the band played the Na- 
tional Anthem and the crowd stood with 
bared heads. 

As soon as Mr. Roosevelt's part of the 
work was finished four little boys 
stepped forward. One was Robert 
Stocker, Jr., son of the chief construc- 
tor at the navy yard; another J. &. 
Bailey, Jr., whose father will devote all 
his time to the building of the ship; @ 
third was Wat Tyler Cluverius, Jr., son 
of Lieut. Commander Cluverius, and a 
grandson of the late Rear Admiral 
Sampson, and Woodbury Burd, son of 
Capt. Burd, the engineer officer at the 
navy yard. These little chaps each drove 
a spike into place, and, that work fin- 
ished, they ran to the place where the 
bow will be and nailed an old horse- 
shoe for ‘‘ good luck” on one of the 
temporary wooden supports of the 
cradle.

Much interest was manifested in 
Mayor Mitchel’s plan to regulate the | 
cabarets and restaurant dancing at the 
hearing held by the Mayor's special 
committee in City Hall yesterday alter- 
toon. The committee obtained many 
Suggestions which it will convey to the| 
Mayor in a few days. 

Bishop Frederick Courtney 
Scotia, now rector of St. James’s| 
Episcopal Church in this city, led the} 
attack upon the proposed extension of 
the closing hours of the *‘ White Light”’ 
restaurants. 

“This proposed extension is 
good morals, not for good 
the quiet of the city, but in the inters 
of undesirable things and undesirable 
persons,’ said Bishop Courtney. 

The Bishop said that he represented 
the Church Temperance Society, and 
that he spoke for thousands of persons. | 
He was not opposed to the sule of| 
liquor, he said, but objected to further 
privileges in its sale. The aim to sell | 
more liquor, he said, was the 
ject of extending the restaurant 
leges. 

Bishop Courtney said that the - 
ment that night workers required food 
and refreshment was a sane and 
he said he would granting 
liquor licenses which were intended to 
fit the need of these workers. In such 
cases, he argued, should 
granted with discretion and only where | 
absolute demande existed. | 

John W. Cummings, representing the 
National Temperance Society the | 
Kings County Sunday School Associa- |} 
tion, protested more strongly even than 
Bishop Courtney aguinst the Mayor’s| 
plan. He had no objection to keeping 
restaurants open after 1 he 
said, but he held that the 
liquor should be curtailed rather than | 


extended. j 

None of the restaurant and hotel men | 
attempted the 
temperance society representatives 
They did not allude to the 
ments fhat had been brought out against 
the Mayor's plan. With one exception | 
the restaurant men were agreed at this | 
hearing. They had met in the week and | 
had instructed Thomas Healy, President | 
of the Restaurant Keepers’ Associa- 
tion, to present their views. Mr. Healy 
read the association’s plan and it wus 
put on record. Here it is: 

To allow dancing, cabarets, and 
selling to continue in the so-called cal 
restaurants until 2:30 A. M. under all-: 
licenses. 

To allow an extra half hour within whi 
to close up in which no food or liqt 
could be sold; hence, to close the cab

ACTS IN THAW CASE 


Denies He Was Hired by Indi- 
viduals to Return White’s 
Slayer to Matteawan 


| AND TELLS OF BRIBE OFFERS 


Jurymen in First Trial Were Influ- 
enced, He Says, and $500 Was 
Tendered to Defendant’s Wife. 


William Travers Jerome, who was re- 
tained by New York State in the effort 
to return Harry K. Thaw to Matteawan, 
replied yesterday afternoon to the at- 
tacks which have been made upon him 
and the Attorney General for what has 
been termed the “ persecution” of 
fugitive. Some new features of the 
Thaw case are told by Mr. Jerome. 
Among other things he asserts that two 
of the jurymen in the first murder trial 
here acted under the influence of im- 
proper inducements offered to them by 
the representatives of Thaw, and he 
charges also that before the hearing of 
the habeas corpus proceedings before 
Justice Mills, one of the Thaw’s lawyers 
offered Evelyn Thaw $500 to absent 
herself, 

The first charge was made by Mr. 
Jerome in the brief he filed with Judge 
Edgar Aldrich of the United States Dis- 
trict Court at Concord, N. H., before 
whom Thaw’s attorneys have brought 
habeas corpus proceedings for his re- 
lease. Mr. Jerome based his charges 
upon information obtained from Mrs. 
Evelyn Thaw and from what other

BOARD I$ DIVIDED 
ON MONROE DISASTER 


One Philadelphia Inspector Puts 
Blame on Capt. Johnson, the 
Other Blames Capt. Berry. 


CASE NOW MUST COME HERE 


Accused Skippers Then May Appeal 
to the Steamboat Inspector Gen- 
eral at Washington. 


PHILADELPHIA, March i6.—The two 
United States local Inspectors of Steam 
Vessels who investigated the disaster 
off the Virginia Coast on Jan. 30, in 
which the steamship Nantucket rammed 
the steamship Monroe, ¢ausing the loss 
of forty-one lives, rendered a divided 
opinion to-day, one holding the Cap- 
tain of the Nantucket guilty of negli- 
gence and the other charging the com- 
mander of the Monroe with responsi- 
bility for the disaster. 

The report of the investigation, along 
with the two decisions, were forwarded 
to Henry M. Seeley, Supervising In- 
spector, at New York. It is not known 
here what the next step in the case will 
be, but it is believed the Supervising 
Inspector will consult the Department 
of Commerce at Washington before mak- 
ing ony further move. 

he local Inspectors who investigated 
the collision are Capt. R. A. Sargent, 
Inspector of Hulls, and D. H. Howard, 
Inspector of Boilers, The Department 
of Commerce designated them to in- 
vestigate the charges against Osmyn 
Berry, Captain of the Nantucket, 
brought by the local Inspectors at Nor- 
folk after a preliminary examination. 
The charges against Capt. Berry includ- 
ed negligence in not reducing the speed 
of his vessel in a fog and in failing to 
ascertain through the wireless operator 
the proximity of other vessels. No 
charges were brought against Capt. 
‘Bdaward E, Johnson of the Monroe. 

The opinion filed by Inspector Sargent 
fs voluminous. It goes into the con- 
struction of the ships, the collision, and 
the conduct of the crews after the im- 
pact, and finds that Capt. ‘Berry_and 
all other licensed officers of the Nan- 
tucket are exonerated from all blame, 
The report then charges Capt. Johnson 
with “ incompetency, negligence, and in- 
attention to duty.’’ 

He is accused of violation of the in- 
ternational rules for preventing  col- 
lisions in giving a wrong whistle signal 
in the fog; of negligence and inattention 
to duty cause he took no action to 
prevent the collision or to lessen its 
force when the vessels came in sight of 
each other, and of incompetency and un- 
skilifulness because proper discipline or 
organization was not maintained among 


Naturalized Citizen Says Papers 
Were Seized and He Was Jailed. 


An investigation was begun by the 
Federal authorities in Brooklyn yester- 
day of the story told by Juri Kusik, a 
naturalized citizen of this country living 
at 4 Atlantic Avenue, that borough, to 
the effect that his citizenship papers 
were seized by the Russian police and 
he was thrown into jail last Fall when 
he went to Russia to visit his mother. 
The matter came to the attention of 
Richard K. Campbell, Chief Clerk of the 
Naturalization Bureau in the Federal 
Building, Brooklyn, when Kusik, ap- 
plied for a duplicate of his citizenship 
papers. 

Kusik took out his citizenship papers 
on June 28, 1912. His mother lives in 
Riga, Russia, and he went there to see 
her. Three days after his arrival in that 
town, according to the story he told 
Chief Clerk Campbetl, he was put into 
prison, and then brought before a local 
Magistrate. He said he was warned by 
the Russian authorities not to bring the 
matter to the attention of the Ameri- 
can Consul, He was placed on parole, 
and when an opportunity came he man- 
aged to smuggle himself across the bor- 
der. He said he had to remain in a 
hiding place for three months before he 
finally escaped from the surveillance of 
the Russian authorities. 

He arrived in this country a few days 
ago. He did not mention his experi- 
ence to any of the American officials 
in this country until yesterday when he 
applied for duplicate citizenship papers. 
Mr. Campbell forwarded his complaint 
to Washington, and will ask to have the 
case investigated by the American Con- 
sul in Russia.

The first detachment of unemployed 
men and women to take advantage of 


free transportation to places where 


work can be found left the Grand Cen- 


tral Station at 9:49 o’clock last night. 
The travelers were due in Fonda at 3:32 
o'clock this morning. There were eixty- 
eight men and five women in the party 
which occupied a special car. Three of 
the men were accompanied by their 
wives. The other two women were Nor- 
wegians, who will seek employment at 
housework, They were accompanied by 
their brother, 

This was the first step in carrying out 
Gov. Glynn’s plan for solving the prob- 
lem of unemployment in the city and 


obtaining much needed labor for the 
farming districts of the State. The 
party was under the direction of C. W. 
Larmon, Deputy Commissioner of Ag- 
riculture, who has charge of the State 
Labor Burgau at 15-17 Pearl Street. 
Two more parties will be sent on Thurs- 
day to Rome and Utica, and later it is 
hoped to supply the entire Mohawk 
Vailey with workers chosen from the 
city’s unemployed. 

The men who left the city last night 
were selected from hundreds of appli- 
cants who have besieged the State Labor 
Bureau for a week. Most of them are 
experienced farm hands. Mr. Larmor 
said yesterday that experienced work- 
ers only were selected for the first de- 
tachment, but that the demand for 
labor was s0 great in the farming 
regions of the State that in all proba- 
bility inexperienced men who were will- 
ing to work would have no difficulty in 
obtaining employment. 

The unemployed, Mr. Larmon said 
last night would be mei at Fonda by the 
farmers for whom they will work. 
They were to be lodged temporarily in 
the Court House, a part of which had 
been set aside for their use. While the 
expenses of the trip are being paid by 
the State, the farmers later on will have 
to reimburse the State. The cost of 
shipping each man was said to be be- 
tween $4 and $5. The men will receive 
from $20 to $35 a month besides their 
board.

A week 
ago the necessary amount was obtained 
in one collection. Some of the men who 
athered in Rutgers Square were lodged 
ast night in the University Settlement 
and others at 338 East Twenty-third 
Street. Fifty of them were fed in a 
restaurant at 265 Third Avenue. 

More than fifty unemployed women 
and girls held a meeting yesterday in 
Beethoven Hall under the auspices of 
the I W. W. The shop girls who lost 
their employment last Saturday through 
the closing of the Fourteenth Street 
Store and the Simpson-Crawford store 
were asked to attend the meeting, but 
none of them appeared. Most of the 
women present were garment workers, 
milliners, coatmakers and dressmakers. 

Mrs. Mathilda Robinowitz presided 
and told the girls that it was far bet- 
ter to join a revolutionary movement 
than aceept churity. Frank Hamilton, 
an I. W. W. leader, asked them to join 
the Industrial Workers of the World. 

A permanent organization of 
ployed women will be perfected to-day, 
it was said. Headquarters at 207 East 
Tenth Street will be established and 
daily meetings will be held there, Thir- 
ty of the women signed the membership 
roll yesterday. 


EXPLORERS’ FILMS STOLEN. 


Missing from Case Besley Party Sent 
Up from Peru. 


Franklin B. Coates, the moving pic- 
ture director in the expedition of Capt. 
J. Campbell Besley of London, which 
arrived in this city on Feb. 14 and re- 
ported that they had discovered three 
wonderful cities of the Incas, whose 
existence was unknown, said yesterday 
that 9,000 feet of film showing pictures 
of these cities and other explorations in 
Peru had been stolen. 

Mr. Coates said that, after the Besley 
expedition had completéd their explora- 
tion from Lima to the sources of the 
Amazon, they left their moving picture 
films behind at Callao, and then pro- 
ceeded to cross the South American con- 
tinent from west to east, following the 
Amazon from its sources to the Atlantic 
Ocean, 

The 5,000 feet of film which were 
taken by the party in crossing the con- 
tinent were carried by them to New 
York and arrived here in good shape. 
The 9,000 feet of film left at Callao 
was shipped from there on the Aroya. 
The ship arrived here two weeks ago, 
but Mr. Coates said it was found that 
the films had been stolen from the case 
in which they were packed.

DEPIES GOVERNOR 


Taken to Denver from Trinidad, 
She Asserts She Was De- 
ported Against Her Will. 


STATE AUTHORITIES DENY IT 


Aged Strike Leader Says She Will 
| Return to Encourage Resist- 
ance to Coal Operators. 


| DENVER, Col., March 16.—‘* Mother” 
; Jones, the 82-year-old leader of the 
| striking coal miners, who, after her re- 
| lease last night from the Trinidad Hos- 
pital, where she had been a military 
prisoner since Jan. 12, was brought to 
Denver, announced to-night that she 
would be back in Trinidad before the 
end of the week. This declaration was 
made after she had had an interview 
with Gov. Ammons. 

“I fully expect to be arrested and 
returned to prison when I reach the 
strike zone,” she said, “but no Gov- 
ernor or President can make me aban- 
don my constitutional rights as a citizen 
to go where I please. 
I shall refuse to submit to military des- 
potism. If they do not arrest me at 
once I shall go ahead caring for the 
strikers’ women and children and en- 
couraging the men to resist tyranny and 
robbery by the coal operators.” 

There is a radical difference between 
the statements of ‘‘ Mother’’ Jones and 
the State authorities as to the manner 
in which she left the hospital, The 
strike leader declares she simply was 
deported; that she was 
Denver under military escort and at 
State expense. without having ever 


given her consent to leaving the strike 
zone.

Taft Won't Sell Cubs for $750,000. 

CINCINNATI, March 16.—Charies P. Taft, 
majority stockholder of the Chicago Na- 
tional League Baseball Club, to-day refused 
an offer of $750,000 in cash for the club, 
made by John T. Connery and Frank D, 
Mayer, representing a syndicate of Chicago 
men, who desired to purchase. The price 
that Mr, Taft has asked for the club was 
not announced. 

Following a meeting here to-day with Mr. 
Taft, Messrs, Connery and Mayer to-night 
gave out the following statement: 

“After a eonference with Gov. Tener in 
Harrisburg, Penn., on Sunday, we made a

TRADE WITH SINGAPORE. 


Consul! General on Chances for In- 
creasing Exports There. 


Edwin 8S. Cunningham, United States 
Consul General at Singapore, Straits 
Settlements, put in a busy day yesterday 
at the office of the Bureau of Foreign 
and Domestic Commerce in the Custom 
House, conferring with manufacturers 
and exporters regarding the extension 
of trade in the Consul General's terri- 
tory. Mr. Cunningham, who sails for his 
post this afternoon on the Mauretania, 
will be at the bureau's headquarters this 
morning to meet merchants unable to 
see him yesterday. 

Mr. Cunningham said that trade con- 
ditions were excellent at the time of 
leaving Singapore for this country, and 
all indications pointed to a continuance 
of the good times the present year. The 
foreign trade of this district in 1912, 
amounted to $445,732,700, a gain over 
the previous year of 10.8 per cent. Sta- 
tistics for last year are not yet avail- 
able. 

“Singapore is the entrepot for rich 
Malaya,” said Mr. Cunningham, “and 
is one of the world’s important ports, 
and is the gateway between Iurope and 
Western Asia on the one side and the 
Farther East on the other. My district 
affords an excellent field for American 
manufactures in the shape of machinery 
useful in the development of tin mines, 
the cultivation and preparation of 
plantation rubber, as well as for the 
marketing, for canning, of pineapples. 
Machinery for preparing cocoanuts for 
the market is also in demand, and no 
good reason exists why Americans 
should not capture a good portion of 
this business. There are more Ameri- 
can-built automobiles, in and about 
Singapore, than from any other coun- 
try. Our sales there amounted in 1912 
to $259,000, out of a total of $1,000,000. 
In this connection it should be explained 
that the cheaper cars are in the greatest 
demand, and these the Americans sup- 
ply. The high-priced machines prac- 
tically all come from Europe. It will 
thus be seen why cars of American pro- 
duction exceed in number those of other 
nations.” 

Mr. Cunningham has filed with 
Department of Commerce a report 
trade conditions and opportunities in 
the Federated Malay States, which in- | 
cludes four of the leading States of the 
Malay Peninsula. This report may be 
consulted by those interested on ap- 
plication to George W. Doonan, agent in 
charge of the bureau, Room 315, Cus- 
tom House.

THE TEA LITIGATION. 


Complainants Scored by Govern- 
ment Counsel in the Case. 


William L. Wemple, Assistant Attor- 
ney General of the Department of Jus- 
tice, yesterday filed in the Onited 
States District Court an official answer 
in the suit begun by Carter, Macy & 
Co., to restrain the Tea Board of the 
United States General Appraisers from 
passing upon, or excluding from this 
country, certain teas entered by the firm 
at San Francisco, and rejected by the 
Customs officials at that port as not 
conforming to the tests for purity as 
ascertained by the Read test. 

An application for a temporary in- 
junction was granted by Judge Hand 
several weeks ago, but was dissolved at 
a hearing at which Mr. Wemple agreed 
that the Tea Board, consisting of Gen- 
eral Appraisers Brown, Hay and Cooper 
should withhold action on the teas in 
controversy until after the trial of the 
firm's suit to determine the validity of 
the Treasury Department's Read test. 
While Mr. Wemple, in his answer, de- 
ules the power of the District Court to 
enjoin or control the acts and functions 
the Tea Board, which is a tribunal 
constituted of judicial officers of the 
United States, and invested by statute 
with plenary power in tea appeal cases, 
it is generally believed that Judge Hand 
holds otherwise, and will order the issue 
tried toward the end of April. 

Another point in the Assistant Attor- 
ney General's answer is that the court 
power to enjoin or control the 
discretion of the Secretary of the 
Treasury In matters committed tqugm 
by law; nor has the court such power 
to so enjoin control agencies and 
tribunals established for carrying the 
law into effect. The answer recites the 
‘onditions leading up to the Tea act of 
1807, and of the subsequent steps taken 
by the Treasury Department to safe- 
zuard the purity of teas. Coming to the 
adoption by the Government of the 
Read test, Mr. Wemple says it was 
known in its essential features to the 
Japanese long before its discovery in 
the United States, and that, since its 
adoption here, its use and practice at 
once became general throughout the 
tea producing localities of both Japan

complainants have attacked the efforts 
of the United States authorities to ex- 
clude chemically adulterated and mis- 
branded tea, taken connection with 
the promptness and ease with which the 
countries of exportation have eliminated 
the practice of so adulterating and mis- 
branding their product, leaves no doubt 
that these attacks are prompted, not by 
any inability of the complainants to ob- 
tain tea the status of which in the ports 
of the United States can be predicted 
with certainty, but by the hope and ex- 
pectation of obtaining an advantage 
over other tea dealers of the United 
States, 

‘The true grievance which these com- 
Plainants feel, and which their bill 
really sets forth, is not a dissatisfac- 
tion with the manner in which the Ex- 
ecutive Department has enforced the 
act of Congress relating to the importa- 
tion of tea, but a dissatisfaction with 
the statute itself; as to which Congress 
alone can give a remedy.

The. M. Rumely Company has ob-

BUCKET SHOPS ACTIVE. 


Exchange and Western Union Move 
to Guard Quotations. 


Authorities of the New York Stock Ex- 
change have received information that 
bucket shops are springing up in many 
cities in this State and New England, 
and because of this a special effort will 
be made to guard the distribution of 
quotations by telegraph. The Exchange 


and the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany have had under discussion for sev- 
eral months a new contract which the 
Governors of the Exchange say will pre- 
vent bucket shop men from getting the 
use of wires in any way. A _ contract 
has been drawn up, and an effort will 
be made within a day or two to have it 
accepted by the telegraph company. 

The Exchange has learned that a new 
chain of illicit brokerage offices is being 
operated with Bridgeport as the head- 
quarters. So far investigators have dis- 
covered twelve shops in full blast, most 
of them being in up-State cities. 

The bucket shops, it is said, are work- 
ing a new scheme which smacks more of 
proper brokerage methods than anything 
of the past. A customer who wants to 
gamble on the tape signs a contract 
when he buys his stock which says that 
he has borrowed sufficient funds of the 
house to finance his deal.
